MINES MAY BE SHUT 
DOWN BY OPERATORS 


B a i ^ Déclare They Will 


Close Rather Than Rec- 
ognize Union. 


Lexington. Ky., Aug. 
8.—Reports 
reaching here from Pineville state that 
the strike movement among the min- 
ers 
of 
southeastern 
Kentucky 
and 
northeastern 
Tennessee 
is 
rapidly 
growing. 


The dispatches from that 
section 
say that after fruitleSvS efforts made 
during last night and today to induce 
the coal operators to enter negotia- 
tions. District No. 19, United 
Mine 
Workers of America, had voted 
to 
strike. 


Reports say that if the order is ad- 
hered to in its entirety 25,000 men 
will be on strike throughout the dis- 
trict by Saturday night. 
The report 
stated that the strike vote was unani- 
mous among the delegates. 


It was also stated that a number of 
the larger mine operators had i.ssued 
notices that they will shut down their 
plants rather than recognize the Tjnited 
Mine Workers of America. The notices 
stated that as a basis for their conten- 
tions they claim the miners in ihis 
field now receive the highest wages in 
the history of the field, wages in some 
instances having been increased 
50 
per cent. 


The miners are demanding recogni- 
tion of the union and a new wage scale 
adjustment.

Washington, Aug. 8.—Decision of 
the war department to abandon the 
army division of 28,000 men in favor 
of the continental unit of about 19,000 
troops was due, it was said today, to 
changes in modern warfare that made 
the 
old 
command 
unwieldy 
and 
cumbersome in trench 
fighting. 
The 
division under the old system was not 
sufficiently mobile "for the peculiar 
needs of 
fighting 
on 
the 
western 
front." 


Under the new plan, a division will 
include two infantry brigades of two" 
regiments each, instead of three bri- 
gades of three regiments eaCh as for- 
merly. 
The artillery and 
machine 
gun strength is materially Increased, 
the cavalry regiment, now a 
prom- 
inent part of the unit, is eliminated, a 
new trench mortar battery is added, 
and the old army corps plan aban- 
doned after the civil war is again re- 
vived.

removed the life belts and clothing 
from all the

smashed the life boats with axes, then 
re-entered the submarine and closed 
the hatches leaving the men on deck. 
After traveling on the surface for sev- 
eral mile«, the U-boat submersed. . 


Washington, Aug. 8.—The Ameri- 
can , mission - to. Russia, 
headed by 
Elihu Root, returned to Washington 
today to report to President Wilson 
on the results of its three months' trip 
to the world's newest democracy.. 


A delegation of government officials 
met the party.at the railway station. 
Major General Scott, chief of staff of 
the army, who spent much time at the 
front, will report to Secretary Baker. 
The. generaL. was with 
the Russian 
army-part of the time it was in rout 
before the German forces and is ex- 
pected to bring much valuable mili- 
taj-y information. 


Arrangements were made 
at the 
White House for President Wilson to 
receive Mr. Root and all the mem- 
bers of the mission accompanying him 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon. Later Mr. 
Root will see Secretai-y Lansing. 
It 
is expected that Mr. Root will make 
a partial i-eport at the brief conference 
today, but will make a fuller report 
later. 
Much, if not all of it, neces- 
sarily will be confidential. 


FlUed With Optimism. 


The mission returned 
filled 
with 
optimism over conditions in the new 
republic and the chances of Russia do- 
ing her part to the end in the great 
war. 


Assurances that the United States 
will remain in the war to the end and 
improved railroad facilities-were de- 
clared by different 
members of the 
commission to be among the outstand- 
ing needs of Russia. 


"The situation is very hopeiul," Mr. 
Root said. 
"America's entrance into 
the war has had a good effect. 
The 
morale of the Russian people is good 
and altogether I should say the out- 
looJc is encouraging."

After being imprisoned at various 
places in Germany he was finally interned 
at Glatz. 
Paris papers some time ago 
asked President Wilson, the pope and the 
king of Spain to intervene in his behalf. 
More recently the Belgians offered to ex- 
change the German governor-general of 
East Africa for Max.

:|rhe. lilmois CQuncil of defense exploded, a 
boinb uiidei- tlie coal operators when it deliv- 
ered an ultimatum to the mine barons assert- 
ing the power of the state to seize the mines 
within its jurisdiction. The price of coal is 
felt to be too high, the profits of the operators 
too great, the burdens upon the consumer too 
heavy, the handicap to industry too severe 
and the general bad effect of ruthlessness too 
costly to the people of the commonwealth to 
bg-toLerated. It therefore is the judgment of 
that forthwith these conditions 
¿landed or be ended. 


-The law committee of the council harbors 
ao doubt of the state's authority under the 
constitution to seize and operate the mines for 
the public benefit. The council itself believes 
this should be done if relief from profiteering 
and extortion can be had in no other way. 
There is no purpose to proceed to an imme- 
diate seizure. The operators are to have fair 
chance to get right. The ultimatum is mere- 
ii^a monitory bomb set off to engage the at- 
teiitioil oi the coal barons of Illinois to -the 
right of eminent domain resident in the su- 
prei^ie authority of the state and people. If 
^ y li'eecl-it, very well; if they do not heed 
it, so much the worse for them. Other states 
are to be solicited to join Avitii Illinois in the 
C^sidcratio]! of these stiff measures of justice 
fjor the people and ^lefeuse of the nation in 
o^der that there 3aay be uniform action and 
that v. hat Illinois may do for herself shall not 
operate to unjust disadvantage or unfair gain 
anvAvhere and that the strength of united ac- 
tion in a broad field may be had. 
s^Vii^tfininois proclaims its right ,to do and 
"threat -to execute is precisely what 
^Veruor. Goodrich and the state council of 
defense in Indiana have had under consider- 
ation as the best means to improve conditions 
that the Indiana public service commission 
some weeks ago described as "outrageous. 
Governor Goodrich has indicated more than 
once that he will not hesitate to summon the 
legislature of the state to a special session to 
deal with the situation if no other way can 
be found for insuring the proper operation of 
the Indiana mines and the sale of coal at fair 
prices. So there is likely to be no reluctance 
on the. part of the Indiana authorities and the 
state council of defense to join with Illinois 
and fourteen other states in the conference 
called for August 16 in Chicago to discuss 
joint action. 


We believe that if they peer into this thing 
with a true desire to see what it may contain 
of interest to themselves the coal operators of 
this and other states will discern the danger 
it holds for them. They will perhaps discern 
more than mere danger to the privileges of 
extortion. They will see certain signs of pub - 
Kcjtemper and impatience. They will behold 
fen »'the earlier processes of formation a new 
principle of,public relation to natural re- 
sources. In short they will discover that the 
old and frightening radicalism of naturaliza- 
tion of coal mines and mining lands has 
ceased to be the horrific thing it once was to 
the public mind and that the people of the 
country have need of not above one more win- 
ter like the last—such a winter as that com- 
ing gives full promise of being if the coal 
barons go on unmolested—to provoke a gener- 
al cry against them and a loud and angry de- 
mand for government ownership and control 
r>f the nation's fuel resources. 


The Illinois operators defiantly announce 
^at they will fight. No doubt they will. But 
ttiey will not for any great length of days 
epenly fight the people of their state any more 
than their fellow robber "barons' in the other 
coal states and all of them together will for 
|ny great length of days fight the people of 
nation. It probably has been lost sight of, 
fcii); the fact remains that the rights of the 
people are still fundamental in t&e structure 
rnment. It npt ,aIwa)F«J8.€|ff|}r ;to. 


There appears to be here and there some 
misgiving that the Boys'. National. Hesejye, 
now to be organized under auspices of the 
federal government, are to be employed in 
military service. This is not true. Those who 
spread that view of it are either guilty of 
falsè^iood or under gross error. Nothing is 
more remote from the purpose of organizing 
this reserve than to exact military service of 
it. It has been reported that in parts of In- 
diana there has been a good deal of diligence 
by persons to warn boys and their parents that 
the government wants these youngsters for 
military duty and in consequence a lot of 
wholly useless and entirely gratuitous anxiety 
and indignation have been bestowed upon the 
movement. 


Par^ts may take every . assurance that 
nothing of the sort is intended, as a ¡part of 
the program of national service designed for 
the Boys' Reserve. They are to be employed 
at labor of one sort and another that is in- 
dispensable to the country and that will be re- 
munerative to the boys who »perform it. A 
great many of the boys will be given work ou 
farms to make up a shortage of agricultural 
labor that has been persistent for a good while 
and that will be aggravated to some extent 
by the going of young men from the country 
into the armies. For boys not suited to farm 
work, tasks to which they are better adapted 
will be found. ' Whatever it may be that is 
found for the boys to do wiU do them good, 
pay them fairly and will not be military serv- 
ice. Every parent should get that fact fixed 
clearly in his mind. When the boys of tlie 
reserve are old enough to enlist or of age to 
come within the limits of the compulsory serv- 
ice law military duty will fall upon them as 
it does upon the young men their seniors noAr. 


The Boys' Reserve is to be an army of work- 
ers. They will be in the service of their 
country and it will be to the highest degree 
a patriotic service of which each lad thus 
answering the call to the colors may be proud. 
The youth of America can render a mighty 
service to the nation and there will be no hold- 
ing back by the boys of 16 to 20 who now are 
to help to do the work that older men who 
must do the nation's fighting have been com- 
pelled to leave undone. 


This will be a national service but it wili 
not be a military service. 
Those who busy 
themselves to spread such an idea among the 
people are giving currency to a lie for sinis- 
ter purposes.

LET THEM EXPLAIN. 


In some form or another the food control 
law will soon be a law. It will not be the 
effectual measure it was designed to be at the 
outset by those who framed it and sponsored 
it, but it will be better than nothing at all. 


The measure comes to hand so tardily as to 
have missed much of the opportunity for do- 
ing good. It should have been in operation 
not later than the first of July. It might very 
well have been in operation a fortnight earlier 
than that and still more greatly to the gen- 
eral benefit.

While we are drafting native and 
naturalized Americans for our armies, 
are over 1,300,000 aliens of draft age, 
enjoying all the liberties and 
privi- 
leges of this country, to go scot-free 
of war duties? 


This question, among: the knottiest 
of the war, is constantly being fired 
at the president, the war and state 
departments and the congress, and is 
still far from solution. 


When it tackles the subject, 
the 
grovernment has to recognize that in- 
ternational law 
protects this 
alien 
from militai-y duty and also that there 
are three kinds of aliens: 


1. Natives of countries at war with 
Germany. 


2. 
Natives of Germany or allied 
countries. 


3. 
Natives of neutral countries. 


So far only one affirmative action 


has been taken. 
A resolution by Sen- 
ator McCumber of North Dakota, has 
been adopted directing the president 
to negotiate with European 
nations 
at war against the central powers, to 
draft their alien citizens in this coun- 
try for our armies. 


The president and state department 
both favored this resolution, applying 
to natives of Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Russia. Serbia, 
Belgium, Ru- 
mania and Portugal. 


It would effect the 
French-Cana- 
dians and Portuguese so numerous in 
New England, and about 400,000 able- 
bodied Italians. 
It would not apply 
to Poles, Bohemians, 
Croats, Jugo- 
slavs, etc., numerous In Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania and the middle west. 
They 
are subjects of Austria-Hungary. 
If 
drafted in our armies and captured, 
they might be subjected to the death 
penalty as traitors. 


Similarly the McCumber resolution 
does not apply to aliens from Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark, Holland, SpainVnd 
Switzerland. 
The Scandinavians are 
especially numerous in the northwest. 
Their countries are neutral, and it vio- 
lates interational law to force them 
out of their neutrality. 


Senator Chamberlain, military af- 
chairman, intends 
to push 
his own 
Joint resolution, aimed to reach a far 
larger class than the McCumber reso- 
lution. 
Chamberlain proposes to take 
citizens of our allies and of the neu- 
trals, and even to use aliens from 
enemy countries. 


His resolution flatly provides that 
all aliens resident In this country more 
than a year shall be subject to draft 
provided they are not subjects of an 
enemy country, or unless their native 
land has a specific treaty exempting 
them. 
But if the diplomatic repre- 
sentative of the country waives the ex- 
emption, the alien cannot claim It un- 
less he leaves the country within 90 
days. 


To show the difference between the 
McCumber and Chamberlain 
resolu- 
tions, Italy has a treaty exempting its 
natives 
from 
compui.sory 
military ^ 
service here. 
Under the McCumber | 
resolution the state 
department 
is 
seeking Italy's consent to draft un- 
naturalized 
Italians. 
Under 
the 
Chambefiain resolution these Italians 
would be exempt unless the Italian 
ambassador told us to go ahead.

navians and Dutch because their coun-

This would open the way, for in- 
stance, to draft races like the Bohe- 
mians, Croats, etc., subjects of Austria- 
Hungary but hating the rulers of their 
native land. 
Races not thus drafted 
could be utilized in farming, manufac- 
turing, etc. 


Congressman 
Henry Burnett, 
of 
Alabama, has Introduced a bill pro- 
viding that any alien, 
native of a 
country at war with Germany, who 
but for his alienage would be sub- 
ject to draft and claims exemption on 
that account, shall forever be denied 
the right 
to become 
an American 
citizen and shall be deported to his 
native country as soon as practicable. 


It also authorizes the president to 
draft any alien in this country, no 
matter what his native land, to per- 
form any kind of labor designated, in 
farms, factories or elsewhere. 
The 
president may exempt from this aliens 
he may deem dangerous.

from military service In the United 
States: 
Argentina, Costa Rica. Hon- 
duras. Italy, Japan, Paraguay, Serbia, 
Spain, Switzerland. 


many to make still further overtures for 
peace than her understanding that Amer- 
ica is doing the job of getting ready thor- 
oughly. 


If peace can be brought about it means 
the saving of miiiions of lives; if it can- 
not be brought about through the equip- 
ment will place our men In a position to 
best care for themselves and make the 
conflict of the shortest possible duration. 
To do anything less would be worse than 
criminal. 


But all this preparation must be paid 
for by someone, and there is no one in the 
world to pay it but the people of the 
United States. 


We find congress in a somewhat pen- 
sive frame of mind over spreading tbe 
burden on tlie people. 
Members should 
be given to understand that the people 
expect to pay the shot for this war, and 
the people should get in a frame of mind 
each to bear his share cheerfully. 


There is no question about it; we have 
all got to give up goodly portions of our 
incomes to carrying on the war and we 
might as well 
adjust 
ourselves to it 
cheerfully—we should do it 
without a 
grumble, for it means the saving of lives 
of the young manhood of the country. 


To be sure, congress owes another duty 
to the people besides merely spreading 
the taxes. 
It must see to it that they 
are wisely spent; that the horde of con- 
tract seekers who flock to Waslungtoa 
are not turned into big profiteers. 


But while preparing we should be ready 
and an.xious to make an honorable peace 
at the earliest possible moment—mean- 
time keeping our powder dry. 


DO IT CHEERFULLY 


(Detroit News). 


No nation or people or individual ever 
made a better investment than this na- 
tion will make right now by investing 
large amounts of money in preparation 
for war, now that we are in the war. 


You never know exactly how an invest- 
ment will turn out, but it is as certain 
asvany human effort can be made certain 
that money invested in munitions now 
will be paid back in human lives later. 


The EngUah-French allies and the Ger- 
man-Austrian allies were about evenly 
matched when the war began three years 
ago, and are about evenly matched now. 


Three years ago each side was made up 
of nations composed of the natural quota 
of strong, healthy, able-bodied men. That 
they were about evenly divided is shown 
by the fact that as soon as the French 
and English were able to get their armies 
together they were strong enoiwh to stop 
the Gennan onrush toward raris, but 
that the German-Austrian forces were 
equally strong is .shown by the fact that 
the English-French allies were not able 
to drive them back to their own border, 
Russia helping some by drawing part of 
the German forces to the eastern border. 


That they are about of equal strength 
now is shown by the fact that neither side 
can scarcely make a dent in the other's 
lines. Shells are fired, charges made, mil- 
lions killed in the course of a year, and 
when it is all over the lines of trenches 
are very close to where they were in the 
beginning. 


It is into this conflict that America has 
entered to bring peace, either with or 
without a fight to a finish. 


Nothing is now more likely to bring 
the peace without the fight to a finish 
than to be ready to make it afight to a 
finish. 


We need not try to fool ourselves into 
thinking that the Germans do not know 
what we are doing. They do, and they 
know just how far and how efficient our 
pr^aration is. 


They must know that with America 
adding her strength and resources to the 
nations that have proved an even match

Local Officer Has Word on 
Conscripts from Head- 
quarters. 


Contrary to the general opinion that 
the navy is filled up and that enlist- 
ments are not being sought, the service 
is still short 26,000 men. according to 
a statement made 
by A. G. Kaftan, 
officer in charge of the local naval re- 
cruiting station. 
The navj', he said, 
besides not discouraging 
application 
for enlistments is seeking 
them for 
various branches of the service. 


A letter was received this morning 
by the local officer from the officer in 
charge, similar to those sent to all 
sub-stations which shows 
that men 
who have been called up for com- 
pulsory service under the draft law 
will be exempted if they can show that 
they have been accepted for the navy, 
providing the application for enlist- 
ment in the navy and the passing of 
the physical test has occurred before 
the drafted man has to appear before 
the army examination board. 


The letter follows: 
"It is unnecessary to continue spe- 
cial efforts to enlist 
musicians, but 
make special efforts to enlist cooks 
and bakers. 


"In cases where 
local exemption 
board exempt men for the purpose of 
enlisting in the navy their enlistment 
in the navy may be authorized if in 
all other respects qualified.

Those needed most are cooks and 
bakers, apprentice 
seamen, 
firemen, 
musicians and radio men. 
Particular 
attention is called to the last class by 
the local officer, who states that radio 
operators may enlist for the period of 
the war and will be accepted between 
the ages of 18 and 40. 


A big rush to get In the navy may 
develop when it is learned by those 
conscripted that good cause for ex- 
emption may be had 
if the person 
called up had applied and passed the 
physical examination 
for enlistment 
in the navy. This course can be taken, 
it is understood, even after a person 
has been notified to appear before the 
examining board for army service.

• T h e 153 roads covered by the figures, 
Operating three-fourths of the coun- 
'^ry's mileage, reported that their net 
¡revenue 
increased 
nearly 
$8.000,000 
^over June, 1916. the previou.s record 
« o n t h , and reached a total of $88,- 
•283,329. 


Operating revenues increased 
more 
.than $38.000,000, totalling $27.*?.867.- 
1B27, while expense.s were approximato- 
'ly"lJ30,000,000 higher than a year ago. 


The greatest increase is .shown by 
t h e western 
roads, 
who.se- f)perating 
revenues .lumped from $04.000,000 to 
1110,000,000. 
Kxponsp.'-- incroaspd ap- 
proximately 
$10,000.000. leaving net 
revenues from oporatiou of $.S9,C16,- 
950, or about $6,000,000 more than in 
J u n e . 1916. 


Eastern roads show an increase in 
»«t revenue of approximately $600,000. 


Operating revenues increased $15,000,- 
000, totalling $120,865,262, while ex- 
penses increased approximately $14,- 
400,000. 


In the southern district 
operating 
revenues show an increase of more 
than $7,000,000, reaching $42,719,58^3. 
Expenses increased approximately $6,- 
000,000, leaving net revenues $13,494,- 
159, approximately $1,000,000 
higher 
than a year ago. 


Preliminary 
figures, 
covering the 
first six months of 1917, show an ex- 
cess of $2,500,000 in net revenues over 
the record figures of a year ago. 
This 
increase was in the face of several bad 
months during the winter. 
The re- 
turns are interpreted as indicating that 
the railroads will exceed in 1917 by 
many millions the banner figures re- 
corded last year. 
Total operating rev- 
enues of the 153 roads during the first 
six months were $1,489,248,702, an in- 
crease of $163,000,000 over the first 
six months of 1916. 
Expenses totalling 
§1,065,281,720 
were 
approximately 
$160,500,000 greater than a year ago. 


The upward turn came in ]VIa.v when 
the total earnings showed up slightly 
better 
than in May, 1916. 
Thirty- 
three railroads still are to be heard 
i from and on the basis of the reports 
! already in, the total operating income 
[ of all the roads for .June .should show 
a ten million dollar increase at least 
over June, 1916. The complete returns 
it is estimated will show the 
enormous 
total of $1,800.000,000 in operating in- 
comes during the first six months of 
the current 
year. 
The increase in 
operating revenues for all roads during 


the period is expected to a m o u n t to a p - 
proximately $190.000,000. 


On the basis of these figures it is not 
unlikely that t h e roads will 
receive 
around 
^4,000,000,000 f o r o p e r a t i o n 
in 1917, an increase of 20 per cent over 
the previous high total. 
Expenses, of 
course, have soared to new heights 
also, but the margin between revenues 
and expenses is expected to be greater 
than ever before.

Huge timbers, the bodies o f . giant 
Oregon pines, are being brought across 
counti-y for use in carrying on the 
Pennsylvania track elevation a t Lafay- 
ette and H a n n a streets. 
W h e n t h e 
big logs, parts of trees which felt t h e 
cooling breath of t h e 
Pacific ocean, 
are unloaded in Fort Wayne t h e rail- 
road track elevation will be pushed to 
completion as rapidly a s possible. 


Pennsylvania railroad officials have 
given t h e members of 
the board of 
works to understand that no delay will 
be a part of their program when t h e 
big beams which 
a r e being brought 
across country on flat cars arrive. The 
beams will be used to

with 
t h e 
track 
elevation 
process. 


Final plans for the track elevation 
work have been made out by t h e rail- 
road company.

F r a n k E. Singrey, a m e m - 
ber of the board of works, also made 
a speech against the admitting of the 
tanks in Fort Wayne. 


S. L. Morris, jr., and W. P. Breen, 
two well known attorneys, represent- 
ed the Sinclair company In asking t h e 
council members to leave t h e present 
ordinance, passed several weeks ago, 
to stand. 
Benjamin Geyer, 
of t h e 
Wayne Oil Tank company, 
explained 
to the councllmen that t h e oil com- 
pany would place the metal contain- 
ers beneath ground and that t h e tanks 
would be safe. 
I t was shown 
that 
the state law will permit the tanks in 
the city. 


Mayor Hosey In a closing speech ex- 
plained that the city ordinance, if it 
is more restrictive than the state law, 
will be respected in t h e matter of 
public protection. 
He 
begged 
the 
council not to let down the bars. The 
meeting adjourned without the coun- 
cil committee deciding upon a recom- 
mendation 
for the city 
body.
